DOES NOT PROPOSE TO BE KILLED 


Threats, However, Do Not Intimidate 
Him—He Declares That the Law 
Shall Be Enforced. 


Columbia, S. C., April 3.—Governor Till- 
man has issued the following proclama- 
tion: 

“Whereas, section 519 of the general stat- 
utes of this state declares that ‘the governor 
shall have authority whenever, in his judg- 
ment it shall be necessary, to arm the con- 
stabulary, and in any emergency to assume 
the sole control of the whole or any part 
of the municipal police cities and incor- 
porated towns, and to authorize the chief 
constable of the state, or any deputy chief 
constable, to command assistance in the 
execution of process, suppressing riots and 
in preserving the peace; and, whereas, it 
is made the duty of, and the poweris given 
said police to enforce the statute Known as 
the ‘dispensary law,’ but that instead of 
obeying the requirements of said law, the 
said police, except in a very few towns, have 
been an obstruction and are active aiders 
and abetters of those who are defying the 
law; and, whereas under the same statute, 
the governor is given power to appoint state 
constables for the purpose of its enforce- 
ment; and, whereas, the rebellious and law- 
less elements of society have hounded and 
insulted these officers, and sedulously edu- 
cated the public mind to resistance, causing 
several encounters resulting in bloodshed, 
between constables and illicit whisky sell- 
rs, producing intense excitement, and 
danger to the peace and welfare of the 
Btate; 

‘“‘Now, therefore, I, Benjamin R. Tillman, 
governor of the state of South Carolina, do 
issue this, my proclamation, giving full and 
official notice to the municipal authorities 
of every city and incorporated town in the 
state of South Carolina, and to the police 
and marshals thereof, that under the pow- 
ers given me by said section 519, the emer- 
gency contemplated has arisen and does now 
exist, and that I do hereby assume sole con. 
trol of the whole force of municipal police 
and marshals of the several cities and incor- 
porated towns of this state. They are hereby 
ordered to enforce all laws on the statute 
books, together with all municipal ordinan- 
tes and orders from municipal authorities 
not inconsistent with the purposes of this 
proclamation. As soon as the emergency 
which is now upon us shall no longer exist, 
{ will relinquish and restore the former 
status. B. R. TILMAN, Governor. 

“By the governor; J. E. Tindal, secretary 
of state” 
Governor Not a Czar. 

At the state capitol this morning Governor 
Tillman spoke as follows: 

“Citizen, Soldiers, Volunteers and Fellow 
Citizens—South Carolina today is attracting 
the attention of the entire United States. 
The situation here is so grave and so anom- 
olous that it is proper for a clear and 
Official statement to go forth and that an 
analysis of the causes which have brought 
it about should be given to the public. As 
the governor of the people—for I have never 
sought to be anything else—that statement 
can best come from me. 

“We are all familiar with the occurrences 
of the past four days-—-the conflict between 
the citizens and officers of the law. You are 
aware of the contention made by those who 
are resisting the law—the dispensary law— 
that it is tyrannical; that it is an invasion 
of private liberty; that it is unconstitutional, 
and that it shall not be enforced. That con- 
tention should not be settled, as I have al- 
ready said, by arms. 

“Now, let us look for a moment at the 
consequences. If the ciaim set forth that 
private residences shall not be searched for 
whisky is once admitted, it simply repeals 
the dispensary law and it repeals it in an 
unconstitutional manner; for if whisky can 
be sold from private residences; if a man’s 
house can be turned into a barroom; if a 
private residence can be made a bar, from 
which whisky can be transmitted in pock- 
ets, oreby other means, to regular saloons, 
and we are not permitted to go in that pri- 
vate residence, search for and seize contra- 
band goods, you can readily see it is useless 
to pretend to say that we have a dispensa- 
ry law. It is a law. It was enacted by the 
legislature and it fs on the statute books. 
I, as chief executive, have sworn that the 
laws of this state shall be obeyed and re- 
spected; and until the dispensary law is re- 
pealed legally, so help me God, I will exert 
all the powers I have to see that all the 
laws are obeyed. . (Cheers). 

“Now, gentlemen, we will not discuss the 
reasons, whys and wherefores, and advan- 
tages, of the dispensary law that, would be

will pass on it at the ballot box. When,

“Now, when the constables got to the ae- 
pot, two boys—stripplings—got into a fight; 
one got whipped and ran off and got rein- 
forcements and came back with twenty- 
five or fifty, we don’t know which, armed to 
the teeth. They rushed down. to the depot 
and picked a quarrel with the constables. 
The collision occurred, men were killed on 
both sides, and the fault cannot be clearly 
placed yet, if it is ever clearly placed. 

“Now, the mayor of Darlington said that 
the taking of arms by the mob was fun— 
the same kind of fun we have seen else- 
where in the state. The armories were 
broken into here, and the armory at Chester 
was broken into and some of the militia 
have been in open mutiny against the com- 
mander-in-chief and have refused to obey 
orders; but, thank God, enough were left 
<0 respond to the call—enough of you old 
soldier boys to realize the danger and know 
tnat this government is of the people, by the 
people, and for the people, and no oligarchy 
shall ever rule it again. You responded to 
the call of the governor and are here to up- 
huvid the laws. (Cheers.) 

“These Band-Box Soldiers.” 

“The mayor of Darlington this morning 
in an address tries to throw the blame else- 
where, saying that I claim and exercise 
power. no other governor, or officer of the 
United States ever exercised, I cannot under- 
lake {0 go through all the charges or 
explanations he has made, I will briefly 
show just what the facts, as stated from 
their own standpoint, prove. These troops— 
these band-box troops who have refused to 
obey orders (laughter and cheers); these 
soldiers, turned politicians and influenced 
by pvlitical ranco, have by their action— 
and the men in different places in this state 
who haye sent word to Darlington offering 
assisiance—have convicted themselves, in 
the estimation of the world, and it cannot 
be disproved they are lynchets at heart. 
The information sent forth was .that these 
men were to be hunted down and lynched 
and not one to be left alive, and when I 
ordered troops to go there to stop the insur- 
rection—to stop this mob violence; restore 
law; ‘protect life and property, and 
let the law resume its sway, they wowldn’t 
obey. The mayor said he had the right to 
Of course he did, but he had no 
right to send out a mob—an army under no 
officer—without the sheriff or some regular- 
ly constituted constable in charge of it. 

“Let us look at the ridiculous side of it. 
In some respect it has the appearance of a 
big April fool, except that it occurred on the 
30th af March. I say these men were ad- 
vertising themselves to the world as lynch- 
ers and that they intended to lynch these 
constables who were in the woods—none of 
them guilty of having started the row. 
They were galloping and hurraning over the 
country, sending for reinforcements and all 


shot at a single constable: .They waylaid 
constables at the depot, but have never 
seen one since the first fire. (Laughter.) 
And it seems they did not want to find the 
constables. If they were lynchers, as they 
advertised themselves to be, why did not 
they lynch the man who they claim origin- 
ated the trouble and whom they had in their 
power? They have slandered themselves by 
proclaiming that they would lynch those 
who had not caused it, but would not lynch 


the man they said did cause it.

“Now, gentlemen, it is proper for#me to re- 
call the scene I witnessed here in 1876, 
When South Carolina learned that the 
trcops had seized this statehouse, within 
two days’ time this whole street, back to 
the monument, was Dlack with indignant 
citizens. I was among them. But they 
were all of one min... We were all broth- 
ers—we were all friends and Carolinians and 
patriots. Today we find the state divided 
into two hostile camps. Why? Simply be- 
cause the minority is not willing to let the 
majority govern. Ihe body politic is dis- 
eased. It is in fever. Why? Because in 
this city and Charleston, people thave tak- 
en to their bosoms a viper in the shape of 
a newspaper which distills day by day pois- 
on into their system, and will not let the 
fever subside.

“Who is doing all this? ‘The blazing ele- 
ment; the match which is trying to 
reach the powder is the barroom men, the 
Whisky men, and those who are egging 
them on. 

“Encouraging them are the rulers of the 
old oligarchy whom we overthrew in 1890 at 
the ballot box. This row which has broken 
forth is a political frenzy; the blood that 
has been spilt is an offering to the moloch 
of whisky. They claim and declare that 
the state shall not control the whisky traf- 
fic; that they will resume their iniquitous 
trade, debauch our households, furnishing 
poison to the people and make them kill 
one another, and they will repeal the dis- 
pensary law by saying they can sell whisky 
from their residences. Shall this demon, 
who has already four or five victims, have 
any more?

In God's name, as a statesman, and as a 
leader of enlightened public opinion, I shall 
not budge one inch from the position I take 
that this is the people’s government and 
that the people shall rule it.

“Now, gentlemen, you may imagine in 
asserting this that I am going to aggra- 
vate the trouble; that in claiming the right 
to search private residences I will cause an 
outbreak. I will tell you what I am going 
to do. 1 am going to tell the state tomor- 
row in a proclamation that the revised 
statutes of South Carolina are"a mine of 
strength, wealth and wisdom for a governor 
who will search them and enforce them. 
What would I have been able to do if I had 
not been able to control the railroads and 
telegraph, preventing them from reinforcing 
the insurgents. and sending abroad more 
incendiary lies to inflame the people? 

Takes Control of the Police. 

“There is another sword of. Damocles 

which the law places in my hands to sus- 


| pend over*these insurgents or people who 


are pressing for this law to be annulled 
without process by the legislature, and to- 
morrow I shall cut the thread which holds 
that in suspension and use it, and that is 
section 519, which gives me power in an 
emergency to take control of the police. We 
have had the spectacle presented of the offi- 
cers of the law opposing officers of the 
law; those who have been sworn to gup- 
port the constitution and the laws disobey 
them and aid others in disobeying them. 
If the mayors and city councils do not make 
the police do their duty I intend to see that 
the police do their duty or I will discharge 
the last man of them.’’ (Cheers.) 

A voice: “‘That’s the way to do them 
up.”’ 

“T intend, as I say, to control the state 
in the interest of the law and order. I will 
not surrender to any mob nor to any whis- 
ky element; if the dispensary law is good 
and proper, and the people want it, they 
shall have it, and those who don’t want it 
must take it. (Cheers.) 

““Until the result of this new move is 
seen I shall confine the duties of the con- 
stables to watching the railroads and seiz- 
ing contraband whisky, and to watching the 
police, seeing that they do their duty, and 
report to me whether they are doing it. If 
they don’t obey my orders strictly, if the 
authorities of the towns don’t co-operate, 
then I shall call the legislature of South 
Carolina together and I will have the power 
given the executive to remove these men 
and appoint others in their stead who will 
obey the law and enforce it. (Cheers.)

‘“‘We will continue to seagch private houses 
where contraband liquors are supposed to 
be with warrants. We are obliged to do 
this as long as it is the law. It is the law 
until repealed.”

We are not going to surrender a good 
law because they are opposed to it. I pro- 
pose to uphold the law. I have never done 
anything to aggravate the _  situation—I 
never will. I cannot—I will not—I dare 
not,allow the minority to come forward 
and say, “This is a bad law: we don’t want

HIS CONFIRMATION I$ VERY DOUBTFUL 


The Senators Are Being Urged to Fight the 
Nomination—Silver Men Determined to 
Pass a Free Coinage Bill. 


Washington, April 3.—<Special.)—The long 
deadlock in the house was broken today by 
the presence of a democratic quorum, and 
John O'Neill, of St. Louis, was finally 
seated as a member of the house in place 
of Mr. Joy, who was turned out. 

Ten democrats voted against seating Mr. 
O'Neill. The house then immedately took 
up the California election case and will 
‘push that through tomorrow, provided a 
quorum can be had. 

Then Mr. ‘Bland will call up the presi- 
‘dent’s veto of the seigniorage bill and the 
debate in favor of passing this measure 
over the veto will begin.. It will be a lively 
and interesting debate, but without chance 
‘of passing over the veto. 

All the Washington, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore papers are unanimous 
in*their praise of the action of Governor 
Northen in appointing Mr. Walsh senator. 
Al “the papers have strong editorials in 
praise of Mr. Walsh. 

An effort is being made by one or two 
people here, who are personally antagonis- 
tic to Mr. Walsh, to make it appear that 
he is a protectionist and will ally himself 
with Senators Brice, Gorman and McPher- 
son in fighting the democratic tariff bill to 
make it a protection measure. Those who 
know Mr. Walsh personally know that such 
talk: misrepresents him. The Georgia con- 
gressmen have no hesitation in telling every 
ene that Mr. Walsh is a thorough party 
man and a tariff reformer. His friends say 
he will support the free list of the Wilson 
bill. 

Mr. Waish’s telegram of acceptance is 
sufficient evidence that he will vote with 
the great mass of his party on all ques- 
tions.

Bitterly Opposed to Taylor. 

The democrats and the people of Wash- 
ington generally are raising a fearful howl 
at the appointment of the negro, C. H. J. 
Taylor, to be recorder of deeds. If there 
is a white democrat in Washington who 
1 rses the appointment no ene has been 
adde to find him. The people_hére aré sim- 
ply indignant and are calling upon the sen- 
ate in loud tones to refuse to confirm him. 
In the first place the people of Washington 
don’t want Taylor, and in the second place 


above all, they declare that the president 
has violated the pledges of home rule in 
the platform of the party which nominated 
him at Chicago. There are thousands of 
local democrats who could have filled the 
office with ability. The district people 
claim that if it had been necessary to give 
the office to a colored man, there are local 
negroes that could fill it with as much abil- 
ity as Taylor can bring to it. Mr. Cleve- 
land has always had a soft spot in his heart 
for Taylor. He igs undoubtedly a smart ne- 
gro and is a prolific letter writer. 

Mr. Cleveland has never won a victory 
since he was elected sheriff of Buffalo that 
Taylor has not written him and congratu- 
lated him and praised him in the highest 
terms. Taylor has also written interviews 
with himself and had them printed in all

Strange and Portentious Noises Come 
in from the Land. 


IMR. CLEVELAND 18 SURPRISED 


He Has No Monopoly on Backbone. 
and Independence. 


THE PEQPLE HAVE’ SOME THEMSELVES 


Even the Congressmen Are Picking Upé 
Few Grains of Independence, and the 
President Will Hear trom Them, 


Washington, April 3.—(Special.—News {& 
coming in from the country in reply to the 
veto of the seigniorage bill, and the people 
are writing red-hot letters to their members, 
while lurid telegrams are tumbling in from 
the south and far west. From these sources 
the congressmen are being advised that the 
seven vials of democratic wrath have been 
opened and the true blue members of the 
party are not playing the Ephraim act with 
their whilom idol. 

“Stick to the platform” is the burden of 
most of the telegrams, while other expres- 
sions urge the congressmen to “dump the 
Wall street traitor’’ and ‘stand by the 
cause of the people to the last aitch.” The 
messages, bound together and presented te 
Mr. .Cleveland’s perusal, would make him 
acquainted with the temper of the fighting 
democracy of the south and west in a way. 
that would make his ears burn. 

But there seems little need for the appli- 
cation of the spur to the democratic major- 
ity in the two houses of congress. If the 
leaders maintain their present temper un- 
tu Tuesday next and have the courage of 
their alleged convictions, the debate upon 
the motion to pass the seigniorage bill over 
the veto will take on some sensational feat- 
ures and*recall some of the scenes of the 
days when Andrew Johnson and the radi- 
cal mob of 1867 were in the midst of their 
memorable struggles. Then the president 
was fighting for the people and the rampant 
majority against them. Now the situation 
is reversed and the representatives are for 
the people and the president for the money, 
power and monopoly. 

Little Hope of Passing It. 

It is probable that the republicans will not 
interfere with a full and free debate on the 
veto message. In that event the cuckoo 
crowd will -find it impossible to stifle the 
voices of the silver men or stay the current 
of their criticisms against the president’s 
actian. Many members desire to be heard 
and \ave.already busily formulating the 
terms in which they will express their dis- 
appoiatment of the financial policy adopted 
by Mt. Cleveland. Some are already re- 
hearsing “what. they purpose to say ana 
much of it will be very unweleome talk te 
the administration adherents. 

It is canceded that the bill cannot be pass- 
ed over the veto, yet there will be some sur- 
prising gains made by the silver men and 
scme equally notable losses. There are @ 
number of congressmen who made the now 
too evident mistake of votimg for the pur- 
chase clause repeal, without substitute leg- 
islation in the interest of silver, who wish 
to recoup that action with a new record. 
They say now that they were deceived and 
tri:sted tco much to the winks and smiles of 
Mr. Carlisle amd the Cieveland managers on 
both floors. Realizing now that Mr. Cleve- 
Jand has no friendship for silver, but is un-_ 
questionably wedded to the gold standard 
policy, they wish opportunity to express 
their dissent and make a new demand for 
the redemption of the promises made to the 
people. Some Georgia members are in that 
crowd. 

On the other hand there are members who 
voted against repeai ana for the seigniorage 
bill who do not think it necessary or politic 
to vote to pass the latter over the presi- 
dent’s veto. They ay the veto makes the 
fate of that act certain and no good can - 
come to the party by putting the stamp of 
an insistent vote upon the record as a sort 
of stigma upon the head of the party. They 
think it would be better to let the seignior- 
age bill alone and go forward to some other 
proposition. They are willing to support 
every measure in favor af silver, but unwil- 
ling to go on record in @ fashion that is 
tantamount to a party repudiation-of the 


president. 

Has No Monopoly On independence. 

So far as the president himself is con< 
cerned there is every reason to believe that 
he is not satisfied with the effect of his 
message upon the masses of the party. 
He has educated himself te believe that 
the bulk of the democracy would accept 
his logic without question and applaud his 
superior statesmanship without question. 
His advices from the country show him 
that the independence of democratic 
thought is still a factor in the party’s life 
and that day has come when no man can 
lead the wide-awake voters of the country 
along by the nose. This is a most painful 
realization, and the question that now 
comes uppermost ‘with him and his ad- 
herents is what may be done to bolster his 
deed and save himself from the historic 
odium of a wholesale repudiation by his 
party. 

It was freely stated tonight that the pat- 
ronage strings are to be pulled for all the 
influence they can draw. There are a great 
many offices yet at the disposal of the 
bureau and a large number of congressmen 
with hungry constituents hanging to their 
coat-tails. It is believed that tempting 
baits of official favors will be held out to 
4ll those who will refuse to follow Bland 
and the silver men in the effort to make @ 
record against the veto. A desperate play 
will be made to divide democrats on that 
issue and cut down the number of those 
who vote to pass the bill to a minimum 
figure. Every vote taken from the Bland 
crowd will be a victory for the goldbugs 
and to the work of making those victories 
as many as possible every member of the 
cabinet will pull for dear life. 

A Long Session Probable. : 

It is evident now that fhe session of con- 
gress will be prolonged beyond every cal- 
culation heretofore made. The republicans 
will delay the tariff bill in the senate to the 
uttermost limit and in the house there is 
a plain purpose to obstruct any and all 
gorts of democratic legislation by every 
method open to a compact and skillfully led 
minority. y 

Yet there ia no reason for ghe 
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to be cast down. Mr. Crisp will do all that 
wan done to expedite the party pro- 
na in the house and in the senate 

democrats will force, as a iast resort, 
m test of physical endurance and feel sure 
that in that sort of a fight they can outlive 
the aged and infirm contingent that sits 
on the republican side of the chamber. 

Democratic members are seeking to have 
congressional conventions in their districts 
delayed until there is a further develop- 
ment of the situation here. They believe 
something can yet be done to maintain 
popular confidence in the party and keep a 
democratic majority in the house. 

Looking over the field from this point of 
view, at this hour, 1 would Say that there 
is coming upon us one of the greatest con- 
tests of the last quarter of the century. It 
is a time when the people must arouse 


_ themselves, draw together and fight a great 


battle for popular rights against organized 
greed. Every loyal democrat must stand 
up and be counted. No man can shirk his

A COMMITTEE SENT TO SEE HIM 


The People Want the Military Dismissed. 
Soldiers Still Hold Telegraph Offic:s 
and Suppress What They Please. 


Darlington, 8S. C., April 3.—Everything is 
working very satisfactorily here today, and 
all things point to an adjustment of the 
troubles. A committee of citizens, consist- 
ing of E. Keith Dargan, W. C. Cohen and 
George W. Dargan, left here for Columbia 
today. Their mission is believed to be to 
call on the governor in the hope of bringing 
about an amicable settlement of the 
trouble. They carry with them a letter 
signed by twenty-eight of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Darlington, pledging their 
honor to use every influence to protect the 
constabies who may come to Darlington to 
testify at the inquest on the bodies of the 
victims of the recent riot. The telegraph 
office here is still under the control of the 
troops, and no press dispatches are allowed 
to be sent out. The troops are fed at the 
hotels, and are faring very well. Con- 
stable Cain is said to be in Sumter safe 
and uninjured. He is the last of the miss- 
ing constables, all having now been heard 
from. 

General Richbourg, who commands the 
forces here, thinks that the militia may be 
able to leave here on Saturday or Sunday. 
The dispensary is still closed. _

TWO CONSTABLES ARRESTED. 


They Were Put in Jail but Could Not 
Be Held. 

Sumter, 8S. C., April 3.—(Special.)—Two 
men were arrested here today, one named 
Cain, a constable, engaged in the killing 
of Norment in the Darlington row, and a 
man who gave his name as McKnight and 
claimed to be an officer, on his way to Co- 
lumbia with Cain under arrest. McKnight 
failed to produce his warrant on demand. 
Cain, the alleged prisoner, had two pistols, 
McKnight none. Both wege put in jail for 
safety. 

After an hour or two they were told that 
they were at liberty to go on, but they re- 
fused to leave the jail until time to catch 
the 8:30 o’clock train for Columbia. The 
arrest was made by Colonel J. J. Dargan, 
without warrants, on the ground that Cain 
was a felon flying from justice. They were 
set free because no warrants could be ob- 
tained from Darlington to hold them, that 
place being in the hands of the militia. 
Persons just from Darlington report that 
all reporters have been ordered to leave. 

It is still impossible to send specials to 
Columbia from this place. A large meeting 
of citizens, held here last night, declared 
in favor of unceasing opposition to the

in their retreat from Darlington did not re- 
sume their raiding. today. They took an 
early morning train out of the city and 
proceeded to Orangeburg, about ninety

It is certain that an early decision of the 
court on the constitutionality of the dis- 
pensary law would have done much to- 
wards quelling the excitement created by its 
enforcement. If the decision had been in 
favor of its constitutionality those who are 
fighting the law would have practically 
given up the fight. It is thought, however, 
that had the court decided against the law 
Tillman would have snapped his fingers at 
the decision. People are at a loss to know 
why the court has failed to render a de- 
cision, and all sorts of wild rumors are 
afloat. 

Justice Gary will qualify in July, and then 
a majority of the court will be Tillmanites 
in politics and a favorable decision is ex- 
pected. The Tillmanites now have control 
of all the judicial branches of the state gov- 
ernment, having at the last session of the 
legislature turned out all the conservative 
judges and elected ‘Tillmanites in their 
places. 

Increasing the Dispensaries. 

It is becoming more and more evident 
that Governor Tillman is going on with 
the dispensary. The county board of con- 
trol held a meeting today, probably in- 
spired by the governor, and decided to 
open four more dispensaries at once. The 
taxpayers are not asked to vote on the 
question at all. The board simply adver- 
tises for stores to rent and invite persons 
who want to be dispensers or clerks to 
hand in their applications at once. There 
are now four dispensaries here. This action 
will double the number, although those al- 
ready established have not been very profit- 
able to the state. 

Only a Cannen Cracker. 

The story that got out about a bomb ex- 
plosion here originated this way: Since the 
Darlingiton riot, each one of the four dis- 
pensaries here has been guarded day and 
night by a squad of city police. Last 
night some one exploded a cannon cracker 
tn the rear of the dispensary on-East Bay. 
It is thought that it was done by persons 
who intended to draw off the police, and 
then wreck the dispensary. The police, 
however, refused to walk into the trap, and 
the trap to wreck the dispensary, if any 
such attempt was contemplated, was 
abandoned.

Conveying to Senator Walsh His Creden- 
tials as Georgia’s Representative, 


WAS CARRIED TO HIM YESTERDAY 


He Will Leave Augusta Tonight or To- 
morrow for Washington— News 
irom the Capitol. 


Senator Walsh’s commission was sent 
in yesterday morning and tomorrow he will 
leave his home in. Augusta to take his seat 
in the United States senate. 

The commission was carried him by his 
nephew,. Mr. H. C. Smith, the messenger 
selected for the purpose by Colonel Walsh. 
Mr. Smith reached the executive’ office 
yesterday morning, and when he left, a 
short while afterwards, carried with him the 
Official paper which empowers Colonel 
Walsh to act as one of Georgia’s represen- 
tatives in the upper house of congress. 

A special commission had to be prepared. 
It was gotten up by the Franklin Printing 
and Publishing Company and was a very 
handsome affair. On the parchment, which 
bore the signatures of the governor and 
se@retary of state flanked by the great 
seal of the state of Georgia, was the fol- 
lowing: 

“State of Georgia—By His Excellency, W. 
J. Northen, Governor of Said State. To 
the Hon. Patrick Walsh, Greeting: 

“Whereas, By the death of the Hon. Al- 
fred H. Colquitt, a vacancy exists in the 
representation of this state in the senate 
of the United States; and, 

‘Whereas, In conformity with the consti- 
tution of the United States, vou have this 
day been appointed a senator of Georgia 
to fill the vacancy aforesaid until the next 
meeting of the general assembly of this 
state; 

“These are therefore to commission you, 
the said Patrick Walsh, to take immediate 
session in the senate of the United States, 
as a senator of Georgia in place of the said 
Alfred H. Colquitt, deceased, and to use 
and exercise all and every the pfivileges 
and powers which of right you may or can 
do in and by virtue of the constitution of 
the United States, in behalf of this state. 
This commission ‘to continue of force until 
the next meeting of the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia. 

“Given under my hand and tbe great 
seal of the statewat the capitol in Atlanta, 
the second day of April, 1894. 

“W. J. NORTHEN, Governor.”’ 

The governor's mails were filled yesterday 
with letters from all parts of the state 
thanking him for the appointment of Sena- 
tor Walsh. All of these spoke in highest 
terms of the senator and of the governor’s 
wisdom in making the selection which he 
had. Of course there are a few kickers al- 
ways, but with the exception of the few 
everybody else in Georgia endorses the 
governor’s action and endorses Senator 
Walsh. 

The School Fand and Its Disbursement 

Yesterday was a very busy day in the 
department of education at the capitol. 
Commissioner Bradwell and Assistant Com- 
missioner Guinn were engaged in the, to 
them, very pleasant occupation of preparing 
for the first quarterly payments to teachers 
under the law passed by the last legisla- 
ture. 


The condition of the treasury shows that’ 


there will within tne next rew days be 
sent to the authorities in the different 
counties $408,832.47. This money will be ap- 
portioned on tne basis of the school popula- 
tion, which the ftigures in Commissioner 
Bradwell's office show to be 604,971, or about 
77% cents per child throughout the state. 
This money comes trom the liquor tax, 
show tax, rental of the Western and Ar- 
lantic road, dividend on Georgia railway 
stock, and fees from oil inspec.ors fur the 
past three quarters, this making a total 
of $172,832.47. Then there is borrowed from 
the other funds in the treasury $300,000. 
And against this total there stands execu- 
tive warrants amounting to $3,653.24, leaving, 
as stated above, a net amount of $468,832.47 
to go to the teachers. 

“*{ tell you it makes me happy,” said Cap- 
tain Brudwell, ‘‘to be able to send this 
money to the teachers. Thd¢ teachers of 
Georgia’ can now hold their heads up and 
feel that they are receiving something like 
prompt recognition from the state for the 
wood work they are doing.”’ 

Special Taxes Coming In. 

The first week of April is a busy time 
for more departments than one at 
the capitol. In the treasury and in the 
comptroller general's office this time brings 
a great deal of work, for the returns for 
special taxes are received from the tax col- 
lectors in the different counties quarterly, 
and the greatest amount comes tne Ist of 
April. The taxes from liquors, billiards, 
auctioneers, artists, ten pin alleys, travel- 
ing venders, .special nostrums, emigrant 
agents, lightning rod dealers, shows and 
circuses, venders or stoves and ranges, 
dealers in pistols, dealers in futures, itin- 
erant doctors and dentists, pawnbrokers, 
mercantile agencies, brewing companies’ 
agents and packing houses come in at this 
time, and there is a double amount of work, 
as they have to be received and receipted 
for both at the treasury and in the 
comptroller general’s office. On Monday the 
treasury received froin these sources more 
than $30,000, and yesterday’s total reached 
almost as much. 

Fulton county makes this sort of a show- 
ing upon these returns: Auctioneers, $225;

The Lowry Banking Company Offer $00 
Reward for Oscar Hudgins. 


HOW HE ELUDED A BANK CLERK

Many Telegrams and Circulars Sent Out by | 


Chief Connolly Yesterday—Huda- 
gins’ Past Record Good. 


A young Atlantian of considerable promi- 
nence and standing in the local business 
world, who cleverly slipped through the 
fingers of a young man who was guarding 
his movements on last Saturday afternoon, 
and disappeared from the city, was the sub- 
ject of a lot of police literature emanating 
from Chief Connolly’s office yesterday. The 
l,terature Was in the form of telegrams and 
descriptive circulars, and went to the chiefs 
of police of the various cities of the coun- 
try. 

The young man in question is Mr. Oscar 
E. Hudgins, the commission broker, and the 
charge of grand larceny has been preferred 
against him. Mr. Hudgins seems to have 
shown considerable discernment in antici- 
pating the charge and getting out of the 
way successfully. ~ 

He has gottem out of the way so thor- 
oughly that the officers are puzzled over the 
direction in which to look or to telegraph 
for him. He disappeared from his familiar 
haunts about. 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon 
and no later tidings of him have been re- 
ceived by the locai detective department. 

A reward of $50 has been offered for his 
arrest by the Lowry Banking Company, by 
which institution he has been charged as 
stated above. This reward has been 
heralded throughout the country in 
circulars issued by Chief Connolly, de- 
scribing Hudgins’s personal appearance. 

The Lowry Banking Company will be 
losers to the extent of about $s0u0 if the mat- 
ter is not arranged. Last Saturday morn- 
ing an officer ot the bank called on Chief 
Connolly and stated that Mr. Hudgins, who 
was qute well known at the bank in a bus- 
iness way, had stolen three bills of lading 
from the bank. The circumstances of the 
theft were such as to show that the act 
was premeditated. 

Last week the bank received three drafts 
on Hudgins for collection from New York. 
Attached to the drafts were bills of lading 
for three carloads of potatoes, for which 
the drafts were drawn. The amount of 
each draft was something over $200. 

Mr. Hudgins called at the bank to see the 
bill of lading, to get the number of the car, 
as he explained to the collection clerk, 
While looking at the papers he is charged 
with having removed the correct bills and 
substituted worthless ones that had been 
canceled. This was soon afterwards dis- 
covered at the bank. 

Mr. Hudgins was sent for and he stated 
to the bank officials that he had no intention 
of defrauding the bank and would make 
good the amount if given time. Mr. Orme 
agreed to give him until 4 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon to collect the money and make 
good the amount. This he said_ he could do 
by collecting money that was due him. Mr. 
Turnbull, of the bank, was sent out with 
him, while he collected the amount. Detec- 
tive Looney was also dispatched with them 
ing at the dor while he went to the rear. 

Up to 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon he had 
succeeded in collecting about half the re- 
quired amount, and went into Lint & Love- 
lace’s store, next to the Broad street bridge, 
to get a check cashed. Mr. Turnbull remain- 
ed at the door while he went to the rear. 
The store is two stories high in the rear 
and it did not occur to Mr. Turnbull that 
he could escape that way until it was sug- 
gested by Detective Looney, who came up 
after they had been in the store about 
twenty minutes. Inquiry in the rear reveal- 
ed the fact that Hudgins had gone out the 
back entrance fifteen minutes before. He 
could be found nowhere. 

When he left the store Saturday afternoon 
he seems to have made a secure escape. 
No one has been found who saw him after 
that, but several messages have been re- 
ceived from him in which he stated that he 
would return in good time and make good 
the amount due the bank, 

Despite these messages the bank officiaJs 
have had Chief Connolly to telegraph to the 
nolice departments of various southern 
cities, and yesterday afternoon a reward 
was offered and descriptive circulars printed 
and sent out by Chief Connolly. 

Hudgins is well connected in Atlanta, and 
his business record has been without a 
blemish up to this time. He is about twenty- 
six years old, clean shaven and has a Roman 
nose.

And how many of them who have gone 
over the river have left photographs behind 
them? 

Of all the ex-mayors Atlanta has the por- 
trait of only one hanging on the wall of 
the city council chamber, and that is the 
portrait of Hon. W. A. Hemphill. 

‘ihe portrait of ex-Mayor Hemphill hangs 
to the right of the oil painting of Hon. 
Benjamin I. Crane, the first president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, which swings 
directly over the head of the ioe REE 
officer of the council, while on the left 
hangs the portrait of the lamented Grady, 
the three portraits making a most magnifi- 
cent showing to those who look upon them. 

That portrait of Grady was put where it 
is by a resolution of the general council 
and will forever remain a part of the prop- 
erty of the city of Atlanta, and one of 
the most valuable of all its possessions. 

Glancing at these three portraits not long 
ago Mr. Stockdell, the senior member from 
the second ward, began running his mind 
over the men who had been mayor of the 
city in days gone by and finally came to 
the conclusion that there were many whose 
faces he could not recall. This gave the 
gentleman from the second food for thought 
and the more he devoured the food the 
more’ his mental camera became clouded. 
Finally he shook off that feeling, thinking 
there were many more like him, and com- 
menced devising means by which future 
generations could have the benefit of what 
he had forgotten. He could think of but 
one way, and that was to place the faces 
of the ex-mayors in paint, and at once he 
prepared a paper, which he sent to the 
general council at the meeting Monday las‘, 
requesting all of the ex-mayors of the city 
to send to the council chamber a portrait, 
which should be hung upon the walls of 
the chamber so that the faces could be 
commemorated. In the _ resolution Mr. 
Stockdell named Mr. A. H. Guerry as the 
artist, who is considered one of the best in 
the country, as the best to whom to make 
a sitting. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Mr. Eustace Futch, a Well-Known 
Commission Merchant, Arrested. 
Uncle Sam got his clutches on Eustace 
Futch, a young man well Known to the 
merchants of Atlanta as & commission 
dealer, and he was brought up before 
Judge Broyles for preliminary hearing yes- 
terday. Owing to the absence of several 
important witnesses, however, the case was 
postponed until next Friday, at which time 

full investigation will be made. 

Futch will be tried for violating the 
postal laws of the United States, and the 
charges against him are of a serious na- 
ture. In his correspondence he used the 
following letterhead, which, primarily, is 
the cause of all the trouble: ‘Office of the 
Futch Company, Wholesale Produce and 
Commission Merchants, and Provision 
Brokers.” 

Postoffice Inspector Jones, through whom 
the arrest was made, will show that Futch 
had no regular place of business, and that 
he would order large supplies of produce 
for which he never made remittance. It 
is claimed that he would order supplies. in 
wholesale lots and peddle them off on the 
street at a cheap rate.

Mr. Seifert’s Newspaper Objects. 

Mr. Seifert’s paper, The Maeon Tele- 
graph, is not particularly pleased with 
the appointment of Hon. Patrick Walsh 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Senator Colquitt. It is queer that 
among all the papers in Georgia that 
have thus far spoken, Mr. Seifert's Tele- 
graph is, with one poor cuckoo excep- 
tion, the only one that has discovered 
an objection to Mr. Walsh, and the ob- 
jection is so peculiar that it is worth

commenting on. 

The objection that Mr. Seifert’s paper 
finds to Mr. Walsh is that some, years 
azo, he heartily endorsed the platform 
of 1884, and, later, wanted the tariff 
plank of that platform incorporated in 
the democratic declaration of 1888S. It 
turned out that Mr. Cleveland was in 
favor of the same thing, and continued 
to be in favor of it until the convention 
of 1892, when his friends proposed that 
identical plank. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Seifert’s Macon Tele- 
graph is alarmed at Mr. Waish’s record 
in this matter, and hints that the late 
Senator Colquitt’s chair might better 
have been left vacant. It maintains that 
because Mr. Walsh favored the tariff 
plank of 1884, he is not in favor of the 
tariff plank of 1892. 

But in the very same issue of 
Telegraph in which this objection 
made to Mr. Walsh, Mr. Seifert him- 
self writes a long letter in which he 
complains that he has been deeply 
wronged because General Evans referred 
to him as a republican. He was a re- 
publican for many years, and held office 
under republican administrations, but 
for eight years, he Suys, he has been a 
democrat. To eall him a republican now 
is to hurt his feelings very seriously. 
And yet, in the same issue that contains 
Mr. Seifert’s complaint and vindication, 
Mr. Seifert’s newspaper says that be- 
cause Mr. Walsh supported the demo- 
cratic tariff doctrine of 1SS4, he is nec- 
essarily a protectionist. 

We advise Mr. Seifert to leave his busi- 
ness in New York and turn his atten- 
tion to his newspaper. It is a piece of 
mockery to print his complaint in one 
column and in another make a sinister 
charge of disaffection against one of 
the stanchest and truest party men to 
be found in the country. If Mr. Walsh 
is a protectionist now because he wanted 
the tariff plank of 1884 put in the plaf- 
form of 1888, how is it that Mr. Seifert is 
not a republican now because he was a 
republican eight years ago? Will Mr. 
Seifert’s newspaper inform us? Mr. 
Seifert was a very rank republican. He 
was rewarded for his partisanship with 
a federal office in a democratic communi- 
ty, and he enjoyed (as it were) the 
usufruct without a murmur or a protest. 
He has placed his newspaper practically 
in line with the financial views of John 
Sherman, and is trying to convince his 
readers that a policy that robs the 
people is good for the country. 

Side by side with the malicious attack 
on Mr. Walsh’s political integrity, what 
\s Mr. Seifert’s vindication worth? 
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Not a Parallel Case. 

There is a big difference between Gov- 
trnor Tillman, of South Carolina, and 
Governor Waite, of Colorado. The form- 
er claims to be justified entirely, in his 
course, on the lofty ground that he is 
enforcing a law whose provisions he 
thoroughly understands. The Colorado 
governor, however, is striking out blind- 
ly in a tangled maze of law and fact 
with nothing to guide him. 

The Denver situation is simply this: 
The courts have enjoined the old police 
board from interfering with the new 
board until they settle their controversy. 
The sheriff who held the city hall against 
Governor Waite’s troops has also been 
enjoined from interfering with the old 
board. The chief of police has been ar- 
rested at the instigation of the new 
board for being drunk and disorderly. 
He appealed the case and is still on deck 
@s obnoxious as ever. 

Governor Waite, it will be recollected, 
sided with the old board and treated the 
courts with contempt. He made things 
worse by calling out the militia, and 
there would have been serious trouble if 
the federal troops had not restored order. 
Naturally, Denver has been in a bad way 
for weeks. The police boards, the 
officials, the citizens, the courts and the 
militia are all too bedeviled to under- 
Stand the matter, and the governor’s con- 
duct has only inereased the confusion. 
A long resting spell will be needed be- 
fore the courts will be able to clearly see 
and efficiently discharge their duty in 
the premises. 

Irom this brief summary of the facts 
of the case it will be seen that Governor 
Tillman is surrounded by very different 
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circumstances. He is not interfering | 


‘aft 


with the courts. He is simply enforci 
a law which he admits is a bad one, but 
which must be obeyed while it is on 
the statute books. From first to last he 
has shown himself a clear-headed, strong 
mIuin, though possibly over impulsive. 
Governor Waite, on the other hand, ap- 
pears to have lost his head. ee 

Our esteemed contemporary, The Even- 
ing Cuckoo, which was an ardent sup- 
porter of the seigniorage Dill last week 
and which promptly became a violent 
opponent of the measure as soon as it 
received the presidential veto, is sick 
at heart. It does not see anything good 
in the appointment of Hon. Patrick

After serving two terms 
in the gubernatorial chair, Governor 
Northen was looked upon as a coming 
senatér, and it was generally admitted 
that such a climax would worthily round 
out his honored and useful 'career. Under 
the circumstances, his unselfishness in 
deliberately eliminating himself from the 
list of senatorial possibilities was an act 
of self-sacrifice that challenged the. ad- 
miration of all men of every shade of 
political opinion. 

In a similar spirit of devotion Speaker 
Crisp felt that it was his duty to decline 
the offered senatorship and remain at 
his post of duty in the house where his 
services as presiding officer were so 
much needed by the unwieldly demo- 
cratic majority. So he serenely thrust 
aside the opportunity of realizing the 
cherished ambition of his life, and cheer- 
fully surrendered his personal promo- 
tion to remain in the position where his 
work was of so much importance to his 
party.

Mr. Walsh believed 
that bis course made it impossible for 
him to ever reach the senate, but Damon 
never worked for Pythias more zealously 
than this big-hearted man labored for 
his old friend. 

We believe that these three instances 
of self-sacrifice will be regarded as an 
exceptional phase of American politics. 
There is hope for a great party when 
three of its leaders in a single state 
show such unselfishness and devotion. 
There is more than hope—there is as- 
surance of victory when our leaders 
thrust aside the highest honors, and are 
willing to abandon the gratification of 
political ambition in order to advance 
the interests of the party and remain 
loyal to their friends. The names of

Call in the Absentees. 

Ifis a very modest estimate to say that 
the time lost by the democrats of the 
house in futile endeavors to secure a 
quorum and in other ways has amounted 
to a month or more of legislative days. 

This delay is hurtful, especially at this 
time when the party has been brought 
face to face with a most serious crisisy 
It would be dispiriting at any time, but 
at this juncture it is absolutely hurtful 
to the best interests of the organization. 

The people look on amazed at this de- 
lay. They do not know what to think 
of a condition 6f affairs that is so con- 
trary to their expectations. They know 
that in the fall of 1892 they selected dem- 
ocrats to carry out the reforms and to 
give the relief pledged in the platform. 
They know that they gave to the party 
a majority in the house that republican 
opposition and filibustering could not 
possibly overcome. But in spite of this, 
they see this majority melted away until 
it seems to be impossible for the party 
to secure a quorum in a body where it 
ought to have much more than a quorum 
if every republican were to retire. 

What has become of the democratic 
majority? Into what hole has it crawled? 
We see hints in the newspapers that a 
great many demoaratic congressmen, 
feeling that the hold they have on the 
people is insecure, have gone home to

their fences.”’ 

This is one of the commonest mistakes 
of the average politician—this idea that 
in such an emergency as the present, 
log-roliing at home will atone for a fail- 
ure to perform his duty in Washington. 
There is not a democrat in congress who 
would need to run home and “fix up his 
fences” if he would stay in his place and 
discharge the obligations which his posi- 
tion. involves. All that he has to do is 
to remain in his seat, answer to his name 
and endeavor by every means in his 
power to redeem the pledges of the par- 
ty made to the peuple. 

Then there would be no lack of a 
quorum in the house at any time and 
democratic legislation would go forward 
unimpeded. If every democrat had re- 
mained’ in his seat and voted only for 
such legislation as the platform pre- 
scribes, the party would not now be 
menaced by a_ serious crisis. There 
would have been no legislation favoring 
the single gold standard. There would 
have been substitute legislation for the |: 
Sherman act, and the party in congress 
would not have placed itself practically 
under the lead of John Sherman in 
financial matters. 

But there is.a remedy for the situa- 
tion, anf’ the democrats have it in their 
own hands. In the first plave they can 
always have a quorum in the house 
ready to forward democratic legislation. 
If this quorum persists in disappearing, 
in spite of the emergency that calls dem- 
ocrats to do their duty, then it devolves 
upon the speaker of the house to seize 
the occasion by the heels and call the 
delinquent democrats their places.

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~ FROST'S WORK 


In the Beginning of the €rop Year 
of 1894, 


THE FIRST REPORT OF THE SEASON 


The Condition of Affairs Far irom Satisfac- 
tory—The Ice Line Tookin the En- 
tire State—Corn the Chief Sufferer. 


The first of the crop bulletins from the 
United States weather bureau will be issued 
today. 

Mr. Park Morrill, the director of the bu- 
reau for Georgia, has devoted great care 
to the work, which he declares will be 
more perfect than ever this year. 

The present crop season opens with a far 
from satisfactory condition of things agri- 
cultural. Following the cold weather of 
February came an almost unprecedented 
warmth in March, the temperature averag- 
ing more than 10 degrees above the normal 
for the first twenty-five days. Stimulated 
by the heat, suitable to May, trees and 
vines put out their buds and blossoms, and 
by the 25th the fruit had formed on peaches 
and other early blooming fruits. In the 
southern section of the state corn was 
largely up and some sea island cotton, 
while the truck crops were advanced. 
Farther north early gardens were up, and 
everywhere wheat and oats had come for- 
ward, much of the former being in the 
“boot,’’ and therefore most subject to frost 
damage. 

On March 25th a norther of extreme se- 
verity swept across Texas and advanced 
rapidly to the eastward. By the morning 
of the 26th the temperature hau fallen be- 
low freezing over the western half of the 
State and as low as 16 degrees in more 
northerly localities. On the following 
morning the ice line had extended to the 
coast and the extreme southern w&rder of 
the state. In its distastrous effects this 
freeze has not been surpassed in recent 
years. Fruit suffered most seriously, as 
the damage done is irreparable. Practical- 
ly all the peach crop is lost in the northern 
half of the state, and the yield will be very 
light in the south; pears are nearly a total 
loss everywhere; grapes, plums, quinces, 
etc., are all seriously injured. It is be- 
lieved that many young trees and vines 
have been killed to the ground. Such dam- 
age is of course not remedied for several 
years. 

Of the field crops, corn was the chief 
sufferer, as the planting had been about 
finished in southern districts, and the blades 
Were several inches above ground in many 
fields. In most instances, that which was 
up was killed and will have to be replanted. 
Raisers of truck crops and melons have 
suffered much Ioss. Much was above 
ground, and nearly all will have to be re- 
planted. The loss of time in getting these 
crops ready for market, represents a great 
loss by reason of the loss of the early 
price. 

Reports as to the injury to grain are of 
various character. When in the boot or 
jointed it has been killed unless in specially 
protected localities. Some little time must 
slapse before the full effect of the freeze 
pecomes apparent. It could scarcely have 
been more destructive at this season. It 
followed ‘a season of abnormal warmth: it 
was not a frost but a freeze, against which, 
n all northerly districts, no ordinary pre- 
autions would dvail; it was accompanied 
by a high wind which rendered attempts at 
smudging of little utility. Timely warning 
of its approach was sent throughout Geor- 
pia, but it is doubtful if much could be 
gone to avert the disasters for the reasogs 
tated above. The individual reports give 

fair idea of the condition o. crops in the 

arious sections of the state. 
Weather Synopsis and Forecast. | 

Very little rain was reported yesterday, 
though barometers were reading threaten- 
ingly low from the lakes to Texas. St. 
Paul was néar the center of depression last 
night, with a barometer over half an inch 
below the normal. Up to 7 o’clock last 
night the only rainfall that had been re- 
ported was at a few scattered points in the 
upper Mississippi valley and lake region. 

No unusually cold weather is reported 
in any section of the country. On the other 
hand, the weather was quite warm yester- 
day in many sections, especially the south- 
west. In Texas the mercury was up to 88 
degrees at San Antonio. In Atlanta the 
temperature has been on the rise, but the 
change to warmer has not been very rapid. 
Yesterday’s maximum in Atlanta was 68 
degrees, a rise of 7 degrees‘\in twenty-four 
hours. 

Forecast for Georgia today: Local show- 
ers; slightly warmer. 


DR. CANDLER ARRESTED. 


An Indictment Charges Him with Lar- 
ceny from the House. 
Dr. George H. Candler, who was for 
-veral months identified with the manage- 
ment of the Electropoise company, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon by Detectives 
Hiolcombe and Beavers on a bench war- 
rant drawn by Judge Gober, of Marietta. 
Dr. Candler was found at his rooms at 
he Purtell house, where he was stopping 
ith his family, and he received the officers 
gracefully as he would have received 
unvited guests. When told that he was 
yanted in Marietta on an indictment for 
yarceny, he very readily divined the basis 
of the charge, and told the officers of 
he circumstances. He was carried to police 
headquarters, where he was turned over 
0 Deputy Sheriff Williams, of Cobb county, 
and shortly afterwards carried to Marietta. 
The charge against Dr. Candler is alleged 
0 have been committed at Roswell two 
months ago. He is charged ‘with having 
stolen some articles belonging to Miss Pratt, 
and some articles belonging to the Electro- 
“ ae company, which she had in her posses- 


on. 
Miss Pratt was formerly the matron in 
he Electropoise quarters here. While en- 
paged in that capacity, she became ac- 
quainted with Dr. Candler, and after a few 
onths, when his health failed him to such 
mn extent that he could no longer devote 
imself to business, and was forced to 
sever his connection with the Electropoise 
ompany, he went to Roswell to board with 
Miss Pratt’s mother for the benefit of his 
ealtth, His wife and three children ac» 
ompanied him. 

While at Roswell, he developed numerous 
vidences of eccentricity of conduct. He 
Hid many strange things, which seemed 
strange to those about him. One night, it 
s said, he went out driving at 2 o’clock in 
he morning, and upon returning home 
hot several times at an imaginary man 
vhom he believed to be following him. 
His life there finally resulted in his being 
oreed to move out of the residence occu- 
pied by Miss Pratt's mother. When he 
eft. which was about one month ago, he 
s charged with having carried away some 
bf the belongings of the household in which 
e had been residing. The complainants 
went before the Cobb county grand jury 
and testified to the charges against Candler, 
and the result was a true bill. Dr. Candler 
igorously denies the charge against him. 
He says the prosecution was undertaken 
with a purpose, which purpose will become 
evident in the near future. He will be re- 
embered as the physician who created a°5 
ensation at the Brown house in Macon a 
fortnight ago.

WALKS AND TALKS, 


General P. M. B. Young left yesterday to 
return to his post of duty as minister of 
the United States to Guatemala and Hon- 
duras. The general has spent some weeks 
with his Georgia friends and it is needless 
to say that they have enjoyed greatly his 
being with them. 

A very well known young Georgian goes 
back with him—Hon, Usher Thomason, rep- 
resentative from Morgan county in the last 
legislature. 

During the session of the legislature, Mr.

Georgia Volunteer Soldiers Never Drop 
Their Gans Like That. 


ALL ABOUT OUR MILITARY LAWS 


Adjutant General Kell Talks About the 
South Carolina Military Men, and 
About Georgia Soldier:. 


“Tt all seems .very strange and funny to 
me that the military companies of South 
Carolina can juet at any moment stack 
their guns and refuse to obey orders from 
the authorities of state.’’ 

It was Adjutant General John McIntosh 
Kell, of the Georgia volunteers, who said 
this, and as he spoke he drew back his 
broad showtiders and siroKed his iron gray 
beard with the air of the brave and gal- 
lant soldier that he is. 

“You see, to a man unaccustomed to such 
business,”” he continued, ‘‘this thing of 
throwing Gown arms when ordered out to 
protect law, no matter about the right or 
wrong of that law, 1s more like child’s 
play than like soldiering. When a man 
joins a military company voluntarily it 
does seem that he would be a better soldier 
than the man who is forced to join by the 
edict of war. Volunteers ought to be sol- 
diers of the truest if not of the bravest. 

“Now, I don’t care to talk about the Till- 
man whisky law that has brought on this 
trouble in South Carolina. I know very 
little about the law and am no judge to 
pass upon the general question, whether it 
is a wholesome law or an unjust one. But, 
I believe I do know what I am talking 
about when I say the military companies 
that have refused to obey Governor Till- 
man’s commands in this trying hour of 
trouble in that state have gone very much 
out of their path of duty. 

“T am not familiar with the military 
laws of the state of South Carolina. I 
don’t Know whether companies in that 
state are held bound to the state for ser- 
vice or not by the state s.atutes, but I do 
know that in the common law of soldiering 
men wear uniforms and carry muskets for 
a nobler and more worthy purpose than 
simple 4th of July parades and street 
frolics, What is a brass button worth if 
polished up for simple sport? What is the 
bayonet for it only to glitter in the sun- 
light of some happy day of merriment?’ 

“What is the general law here in Georgia 
regarding the liabilities and duties of a 
volunteer military company:’’ was asked by 
a Constitution reporter. 

“Why the law is as clear as it is reason- 
able and right,’’ was the speedy and em- 
phatic reply. “It requires each and every 
one of our enlisted military companies to 
respond with faithful service to the com- 
mands of the governor of the state, who, 
by virtue of his office, is the cammander-in- 
chief of all the volunteer forces of the 
State.’’ 

“When can he call them out?’ 

“Whenever the peace and order of the 
State is threatened. A riot, insurrection, 
mob, or anything of the sort, can justify 
the governor of Georgia to call his soldiers 
out. The soldiers are not the judgés wheth- 
er the cause be a wrong one or right one. 
The governor is solely responsible for that. 
When he orders them out to protect a law 
they cannot stop and quibble as to the right 
or the wrong of the law. That is for the 
judicial, executive and legislative depart- 
ments of state—not the military.’’ 

“To make the case a perfectly plain one, 
general, suppose Governor Northen were to 
call upon a volunteer company in this state 
to defend a law, the violation of which 
was threatened, what—’’ 

“That company would like lightning ‘fall 
in’ and sound the drum tap for a march!” 

The general laughed in a sort of little tri- 
umphant way as he closed the sentence 
with: “‘That’s the way we do it here in 
Georgia.”’ 

‘Well, but suppose the boys didn’t ‘fall 
in’ and didn’t sound the drum tap for a 
march—what then?’ was asked. 

‘“‘No such case is supposable as long as 
Georgia soldiers are in their barracks,” he 
said, renewing his mirth. ‘‘But,; to answer 
you more seriously, the laws of Georgia 
provide for a strict co..t martial. The 
officer in charge of the company refusing t6 
obey such orders is called up before this 
court martial and tried.’’ 

“What becomes of him?’ 

‘Well, he is not dealt with as severely as 
the offender in the regular service. You 
know such a transgressor in the service of 
the national army can be court martialed by 
simple drum beat and shot to death. Not 
so with our law of court martial. We can 
only impose a fine on the officer.” 

‘What is the limit of the fine that can 
be imposed?’’ 

‘“T have not in mind the exact law, but 
the fine does not exceed $100. An execu- 
tion is issued against the offender and his 
property can be levied on at once to meet 
the amount of the fine.” 

“What becomes of 
raised ?’’ 

“According to the law it goes to paying 
the cost of the court martial trial and what 
is left is placed to the credit of the general 
military fund of the state.’’ 

‘“‘Has there ever been a time that a mill- 
tary company in Georgia refused to obey 
the orders of the governor in affairs of this 
kind ?’’ 

‘‘Never, that I know of. You see, here in 
Georgia we have, perhaps, a better system 
than they have in South Carolina. We re- 
quire the companies to enlist for so long a 
time, just as the law of the national army 
requires, and in this way each member of 
a military company swears his faithful ser- 
vice to the cause of the commonwealth. He 
is a servant of his state in a perfect sense 
of the term. It is no frivolity with them. 
They mean business, and are always to be 
relied on. In this connection I am de- 
lighted to remark that the state of Georgia 
has always seen fit to indulge more en- 
couragement to her soldiers than many of 
the southern states. These annual encamp- 
ments have proved a great benefit to us. 
The companies that meet at the encamp- 
ment from year to year, have a fair idea 
of the hardships of regular service and have 
been taught to realize that they are bound 
to their state not only by that inborn feel- 
ings of patriotism we all feel, but by a 
thousand ties besides. They learn to love 
the service and to be prouder of their state.”’ 

A Commissary Department. 

Colonel Battle, of Columbus, has issued 
a circular to the military companies of 
Georgia with reference to the commissary 
branch of the next encampment. Among 
other things he says: 

“State of Georgia, Commissary General’s 
Office.—Columbus, Ga., April 2.—Circular 
No. 1: In view of the approaching annual 
camp of instruction of the Georgia volun- 
teers, this department, created and estab- 
lished by virtue of the act of the general 
assembly, approved December 20, 1893, 
respectfully invites the attention of regi- 
mental, battalion and company commanders 
and commissary officers to the great im- 
portance of making provision for the proper 
and economical subsistence of the troops 
of their commands. 

‘Instead of providing or issuing rations 
in kind to the troops attending the encamp- 
ment, the state will allow a commutation 
therefor at the rate of seventy-five (75) 
cents per day,, or $7.50 per officer and man 
for the tour of duty of ten days. 

‘It has been the experience of the three 
preceding encampments that very few com-

o.-The method herein suggested would, of 
course, throw considerable labor and respon- 
sibility on commissary Officers; such, how-~- 
ever, is their duty; they should be eaual 
to it. Company commanders would be saved 
much - work and time which might be 
profitably devoted to other instruction. It 
is hoped that regimental and battalion com-~ 
manders will give this matter the attention 
it deserves and demands; upon them rests 
the weight of responsibility; the initiative 
must be taken by them.

Atwood Violett & Co’s. Cotton Letter. 
By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Liverpool was bet- 
ter than was expected, with sales of 12,000 
bales of spot; quotations fully maintained. 
k‘utures opened there 1 to 2 poincs lower, 
but recovered the loss. The effect here 
was to put prices 1 to 2 points above last 
night, but a selling movement began later 
precipitated by longs covering, which was 
assisted as usual by those favoring lower 
prices. The position of cotton statisically 
grows stronger and the information that 
we and others are getting from Fall River 
indicate a decided improvement there, our 
correspondents saying: ‘“‘There is a very 
noticeable increase in the demand for goods 
at advanced prices, and spinners buying 
heavily at the advance.’’ Tne weakness of 
the market after any improvement is due 
as much to the timidity of the longs as 
anything else, as they have. been so fre- 
quently dissapointed in the absence of sus- 
ta:ning power after they have once im- 
praéved. The southern markets continue 
firm, which is not surprising considering 
how strong the spot situation is. On Friday 
last port stocks were 762,881 bales, of 
which there were on shipboard 97,838 bales. 
Out of the remaining 675,000 bales New York 
holds 242,000 bales, all of which is practic- 
ally off the market as are also about 75,000 
bales of the New Orleans stock of 190,000 
bales. If, therefore, we deduct 317,000 bales 
(the aggregate of 242,000 and 75,000 bales) 
from the amount in presses ports or 675,000 
bales on Friday, there was as available at 
the ports 358,000 bales. On the same date

bales, or a total visible supply in America 
of 624,000 bales. The thirty-one points above 
named had 114,000 bales less last Friday 
than last year. At this rate of decreas®s 
how much less stock have the remaining 
points and plantations in the south? What 
hangs over the market is the dread or ex- 
pectations of large acreage, and every man 
who contributes to that sentiment by real- 
izing such expectations, will assist in pro- 
moting any improvement which otherwise 
would come, and the market be advanced 
perhaps materially. The idea of a larger 
acreage must be dissipated in order to cre- 
ate a permanent improvement. Port re- 
ceipts today 9,900 bales against 13,300 bales 
last year. Total port movement this week 
last year was 52,000 bales. We shall prob- 
ably realize between 45,000 and 50,000 bales 
this week. The amount that come into 
sight this week last year was 62,000 bales, 
according to the New Orleans exchange. 
How much less will be realized this week 
will depend a good deal upon the overland 
movement to eastern mills.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Although 
the Liverpool market showed surprising 
stability today, resisting the unfavorable 
infiuences of the weakness which yesterday 
deveivped in New York, speculation in 
America has not made any progress toward 
advancing the value of cotton here. Fu- 
tures in Liverpool closed at last night's 
prices and spot saies were 12,000 bales. 
Manchester trade is reported active and 
good. New York market opened at an ad- 
vance of from 1 to 2 points, but by 1 o’clock 
had declined about 5 points. A deposition 
to take profits on the part of the limited 
long interest has been apparent and such 
selling in the absence of any speculative 
buying of importance for an advance is re- 
sponsible for the decline which has been 
established. Advices from New England 
would indicate a continued good trade 
there in staple lines of manufactured goods, 
but business in the finer lines of goods is 
still restricted by the tariff uncertainty, 
and one or two mills producing this class 
of manufactures are reported to have shut 
down. During the afternoon the market 
steadied slightly and rallied from 2 to 3 
points. No features of fresh interest de- 
veloped, however, and the market is still 
dependent upon the sustaining power of the 
foreign demand, 


The Sun’s Cotton Revicw. 


NEW YORK, April 3.—Cotton advanced 
two to three points, lost this and declined 
three to five points, then railied and closed 
steady at a net decline for the day of one 
to three points. Saies 583,00 bates. Liverpool 
was generally steady and unchanged, cios- 
ing steaay. Spot saies 12,000 at prices fully 
maintained. ln Manchester, the official ais- 
patch said yarns were quiet and unchanged; 
cloth sold at low prices. New Orleans ad- 
vanced two to three points, but lost this and 
declined one to three points. Spot cotton 
was quiet and unchangeu.

THE ‘BIG DEAL 18 ALL THE TALK 


Meeting of the Rate Committee of the 
Southersm Passenger Association. 
Other Newsof the Rail. 


There is considerable speculation in At- 
lanta among railroad men with reference 
to the probable changes of positions of 
prominent railroad men to result from the 
recent purchase of the Queen and Crescent 
by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. 

The deal will have a great deal to do 
with changing the complexion of affairs in 
the southern railroad world in more senses 
of the word than one. 

It is thought by ‘Atlanta railroad men 
that many of the well-known and able 
tratic manipulators for the Queen and 
Crescent will be locking for a job in the 
hear future, though not at all as a result 
os any incompetency on their part. 

Consolidation always means more or less 
cutting off of heads. Particularly so in the 
railroad world, and when one line buys up 
another the officers are frequently so join- 
ed as to throw many worthy and efficient 
officers out of a job. 

With reference to the causes and pur- 
poses of the deal between the Cincinnati, 
diamilton and Dayton and the Queen and 
Crescent, it is safe to say that such a 
echeme has for a !ong time been under 
way. It is thought now that the men 
who made the deal have had it in their 
minds for more jhan a year, and that they 
have only been prevented from carrying 
it through because of the difficulty of 
placing railway securities in the east for 
the past twelve months. 

It is understood that Samuel Felton, Jr., 
will retire from the presidency of the com- 


pany, and doubtiess take service again with © 


the Krie, which saw its brightest days 
wnen he was its president, M. ». Woodford 
will be president of the hnes named, except 
tne Monon, and may eventually be presi- 
dent of the latter, as the Thomas synai- 
cate, Which owns the Louisvule, New Al- 
bany and Chicago, are warm friends of 
President Woodford, aid on most friendly 
terms. William Green will, without ques- 
tion, be the general manager of the lines 
an the interest north of the Ohio river, and 
kt. Carroll of the lines south of the rivey 
as both are very competent men, and have 
proved valuable officers to their respective 
interests. it is understood that D. W. Wea- 
wards will be appointed passenger trafthe 
manager, with W. CC. Rinearson as general 
passenger agent of the lines south of the 
river and Frank Reed of the lines north 
of the river, which wit be followed by 
establishing through train service between 
Toledo, Chicagy, Indianapolis and thgsouth- 
ern terminal of the Queen and Crescent, 
which has been a favorite idea with Mr. 
Edwards when general passenger agent of 
the Queen and Crescent, and later when 
hoiding the same position with the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton, 

it is further stated that a new fast 
freight line will be established to operate 
over the new system of roads. The deal 
may help the Louisville and Nashville in- 
directly, as the Big Four may turn its 
southern business to that road out of Cin- 
cinnati, instead of the Queen and Crescent. 
The Pennsylvania has no love for the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton and the 
Monon, and it may prove beneficial to the 
Louisville and Nashville on that score. 

There is some speculation as to the 
Queen and Crescent withdrawing from the 


‘Grand Central station at Cincinnati, and 


using the terminal of the Ciacinnasi, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton, As matters now, stand, 
however, it would be a gain for the Cin- 
einnati, Hamilton and Dayton could it run 
its trains into the Grand Central station; 
should it not, the time is not far distant 
when the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
will carry out the plans of H. 8S. Ives and 
Cc, W. Waite, which was-to secure the right 
of way to the heart of Cincinnati, and 
build a station to be occupied by the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton, the Erie and 
the Queen and Crescent. It is not generally 
known, but it is true that the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton -holds options on 
property looking to such an improvement 
which were secured when Ives was in 
control, 
. It is reported at Cincinnati that the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, not content 
with the purchase of the Cincinnati South- 
ern and Alabama Southern lines, is now 
negotiating for three more southern lines. 
They are known as the “Flower’’ roads, 
and are the New Orleahs and Northeastern, 
Vicksburg, and  Vicks- 
urg, Shreveport and Pacific. They 
ave an aggregate masreog? of 
510 miles, and if they ar@ acquired; which 
they doubtless will be, the recent pur- 
chases of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Company will give that corporation 
an additional mileage of 1,143 miles. 


The Ticket Agents to Meet.

The meeting is said to be one of the most 
promising ever known to the association in 
the past, and that it will be a successful 
one seems to be already insured. 

- The preparations for the reception to the 
ticket agents by the local committee in New 
Orleans are such as give promise of a bril- 
liant convention. 

The Passenger Association. 


The meeting of the Southern Passenger 
Association to be held in Atlanta, begin- 
ning today, will be the most important of 
the season. 

The committee on rates is to make a re- 
port to the commissioner, and the discus- 
sion of many rate schedules will be taken 
up, having been left hanging over since the 
recent meeting held at Lake-Worth, Fla. 

Colonel C. P. Atmore, general pagsenger 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville, is 
chairman of the committee that is to report 
on special rates at this meeting. 

He will hand many important questions 
to the passenger agents for a settlement, 
and the meeting will have much interest 
for the passenger men of all the leading 
southerap lines. 

Colonel Atmore'’s Scheme. 


Colonel Atmore, general passenger agent 
of the Louisville and Nashville, will arrive 
in the city this morning to attend the meet- 
ing of the rate committee of the Southern 
Passenger Association. 

Colonel Atmore is an enthusiastic agita- 
tor of the scheme to encourage immigration 
to the south, and is, im fact, one of the pio- 
neers in this movement. In the manage- 
ment of the passenger department of his 
excellent line he has given much attentién 
to this question, and is of the opinion that 
the time has come for the railroads of the 
south to turn their attention to this busi- 
ness as they have never done before. 

He made a speech yesterday at Gallatin, 
Tenn., to the people of that town on the 
subject of immigration and has determined 
to speak in all of the towns along the lines 
of the Louisville and Nashville on this 
theme.

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TO REMOVE GLOVER. 
A Strong Effort to Be Made by the Cen- 
tral Trust Company. 


HEARING OF THE PETITION POSTPONED 


Elias Summerfield, of New York, Urged by 
the Reorganization Committe for 
_ the Receivership. 


Just upon the heels of the postponement 
of the sale of the Mariétta and North Geor- 
gia railroad comes an effort for the imme- 
diate removal of Receiver J. B. Glover. 

This action will be quite a surprise in 
railroad circles, and opens up once more 
that strong and memorable fight of last 
year when an attempt was made to put in 
Elias Summerfield as co-receiver. It was 
during the hearing of au intervention yes- 
terday that Judge Henry B. Tompkins, who 
together with Butler, Stillman and Hubbard, 
represents the Central Trust Company, of 
New York, presented to Judge Newman the 
petition for removal. The petition read as 
follows: 

“And comes the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, and shows to the court that 
J. BK. Glover, present receiver of the Mar- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad, is oper- 
ating the road under very embarrassing 
conditions by reason of a very large amount 
of debts due for taxes, labor, supplies, 
money borrowed, past due notes for equip- 
ment and interest due upon receiver's cer- 
tificates amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars, and all of which are sub- 
Stantially set forth and shown in the re- 
port of B. H. Hill, special master filed in 
this court. . 

‘Petitioner further represents to the court 
that the reorganization committee, com- 
posed of H. A. Y. Post, William Edward 
Coffin, Henry K. Horg, Newman Erb an? 
Thomas Carmichael have. signified to the 
petitioner that they are willing to pay off 
and discharge the taxes amounting to over 
$39,000 and the loan of $52,000 Gue the Cen- 
tral National bank of New York for which 
certain receiver certificates are pledged and 
other pre@gsing and past due debts of the 
receivership, provided that said reorganiza- 
tion committee can have Elias Summer- 
field appointed receiver in the place and 
stead of J. b. Glover, the design of the 
said reorganization §0mmittee being to 
finance the property by paying off the pres- 
sing debts at once and taking care that all 
current expences shall be thereafter prompt- 
ly met, if the aforesaid Elias Sumimertield 
be appointed receiver.”’ 

Judge William Newman postponed the 
hearing of the petition until 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. The case promises to be 
interesting and to some extent sensational, 
as Mr. Glover’s attorneys will fight every 
inch of ground repeating the charges made 
last year against Mr. Summertield and 
urging his incapacity to take charge. The 
Central Trust Company on the other hand 
will push the removal of Receiver Glover 
strenuously. The result of the affair will 
be watched with great interest,

BURN THE G ARB AGE: 


Crematories Are to Be Located Near 
Oakland Cemetery. 


SOME OBJECTIONS ARE RAISED | 


The General Council Has Agreed to Leave 
the Matter inthe Hands of the 
Board of Health. 


Atianta’s crematories are now attracting 
the attention of the residents of the third 
ward. 

The special committee of the general 
council, of which Mr. Campbell, of the 
fourth ward, is chairman, has submitted to 
that body a report suggesting that the cre- 
matories be located on a large lot near 
Oakland cemetery and near the line be- 
tween the third and fourth wards. 

“This committee,’ said Mr. Campbell in 
making his report, “has looked carefully 
and thoroughly over the field and the re- 
port is the result of its best and most 
diligent labors. At first we were in hopes 
that we could locate the crematories on | 
some of the land belonging to the city, but 
after looking into the matter on all sides 
we found that the city did not @iave a place 
at all suitable for it. We thought at first 
of the dumping grounds, but that tract of 
land is too far removed from the railroads 
and will not do. In the ¢rematories there 
will be a big consumption of coal and for 
that reason we must get near a railroad 
or the expense of hauling the coal will be 
very heavy. After learning all the facts 
we began looking around for a_ suitable 
place and several places were offered us. 
We finally settled upon a tract of land 
near Oakland cemetery and have secured an 
option on it for $500. We are to pay that 
amount of money to Mr. Werner, the 
owner, and then if we find that the crema- 
tories are to be accepted we are to pay him 
for the land. However, should the 


. test not be satisfactory within the twelve 


months prescribed in the contract with the 
Dixon Crematory Company we can continue 
to use the land by paying an inferest of 
6 per cent a year on the $6,000. Then if we 
don’t want the land it will be taken back; 
whereas, if we do want it we can take it at 
the price agreed upon. The members of 
the committee after the most careful con- 
sideration of the matter are of the opinion 
that this about the besttrade that can be 
made.”’ 

Since the report was submitted Mr. Bea- 
tie, the senior member from the third ward, 
has been outspoken in opposing the location 
of the crematory in that ward. 

‘"Why,’’ said he, ‘‘the time was when the 
third ward had everything that was ob- 
jectionable in it. But we over there did 
not want all these things and we went to 
work and had some of them removed. And 
now just as we are beginning to think we 
are in it with the rest of the city this 
special committee comes along and wants to 
give us the crematory. What is a crema- 
tory, anyhow? Will it smell like a cologne 
bottle? I think not. Won't it give out of- 
fensive odors and won’t the smoke spoil 
the color of the clouds around that lo- 
cality? I am not clearly of the opinion 
that Atlanta needs a crematory, and until 
I am I shall hot be in favoz of locating 
it, especially in the third ward.” 

The special committee is now at work on 
the plans for the buildings and the trade 
will be closed for the land as soon as the 
board of health, to which the entire matter 
was referred, has acted. 

By the terms of the agreement the Dixon 
Crematory Company, of Ohio, is to put up 
the crematories and start the work and the 
city is to have one year in which to de- 
cide whether they are good or not. If the 
city at the expiration of that time wants 
to refuse the crematories the city will be 
out only the amount of money that is paid 
for the land rent. But if at the end of 
the time the city is pleased with the work 
the Dixon company its to be paid the amount 
of money stipulated in the contract, and 
then the city will have to buy the ground }

The Monoment to the Unknown Dead 
in Oakland Cemetery. 


HON. H, H- CARLTCN THE ORATOR 


Colonel John Mill gd Will Be the Mar- 
shal of the Day—I: Will Be an 
Impressive Occasion. 


In Oakland cemetery, on the 26th of this 
month, a monument of Georgia marble that 
will tell posterity of the devotion of the 
unknown dead will be unveiled.

Hon. Henry H. Carlton, of Athens, Ga., 
will be the orator of the occasion. 

In words of burning eloquence and tender 
eulogy he will speak of the heroism of his 
brave comrades; especially of those who 
fell unheralded upoyv the ueld of battle and 
who sieep today in graves that breathe no 
whisper of their martyrdom. In Oakland 
cemetery there are many of these graves; 
and the speaker will not lack for inspiration 
as he stands with his head uncovered in 
the presence of these victims of an ill-star- 
red chivalry. 

In the person of Dr. Carlton, apout whose 
figure many recollections of the war are 
gathered, the occasion will find its proper 
orater. His eloquence will be reinforced by 
his superb and soldier-like presence, and 
his words will acquire all the more of fer- 
vid beauty because of the spirit which gives 
them utterance—a spirit that never faltered 
in the hour of battle, and which, distributed 
among his soldiers, became, on many a 
field, the pledge of victory. 

The conjunction of such an orator and 
such a theme will produce a speech that 
will, no doubt, be long remembered. 

To the Ladies’ Memorial Association of 
this city, will belong the credit of the un- 
veiling. 

The monument will be one of the most 
picturesque and beautiful pieces of art ever 
unveiled on Gecrgia soil.

Colonel L. P. Thomas will be in com- 
mand of the line of veterans and will ap- 
point such aides as he may deem necessary. 

Colonel John 8. Candler will be in charge 
of the military brigade, including his regi- 
ment and other visiting companies that will 
be in the city on that occasion. 

The police battalion, composed of four 
full companies, will be in the procession.
